Rain splattered into the Pacific 
Northwest, the interior Northeast and 
parts of the South today, but most of 
the nation in between was fair and 
pleasant.

Nixon Said 
Battling 
Pneumonitis

Former President Richard M. Nixon is 
suffering from yet another medical 
com plication: 
a slight case of 
pneumonia in his partially collapsed 
right lung. 
Known as pneumonitis, the condition 
was apparently not considered serious. 
Dr. John C. Lungren said his patient is 
exhibiting over-all “slow but gradual 
improvement” since his brush with 
death last week following phlebitis 
surgery. 
“ He’s ready to face the world again 
and fight back,” reported a source 
close to Nixon. “He’s not depressed 
anymore but he’s grouchy.” 
Nixon, 61, hopes to be able to walk 
well enough soon to greet his wife, Pat, 
at his hospital room door, hospital 
spokesman Norman Nager said 
Wednesday. Nixon has been taking 
brief walks, assisted by nurses, around 
his room at Memorial Hospital 
Medical Center. 
The pneumonitis, which Lungren 
said was being combatted with an­ 
tibiotics, was presumably responsible 
for the partial collapse of the lung. 
“The pneumonitis was determined 
by tests,” Lungren said Wednesday in 
a written statement. He added that “it 
would be premature to offer a prog­ 
nosis at this time.” 
Nixon has suffered numerous 
complications since his surgery Oct. 
26. He remained on the critical list for 
six days after he went into shock for 
three hours from internal bleeding 
brought on by the operation.

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GOF Seeks W ays To Rebound From Loses 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Three 
moderate Republican senators say the 
COP must broaden its base and offer 
specific economic programs if it hopes 
to rebound from off-year election 
defeats that left its national strength at 
a 10-year low. 
The statements from Sens. Lowell P. 
Weicker Jr. of Connecticut, Charles H. 
Percy of Illinois and Charles McC. 
Mathias of Maryland came as Presi­ 
dent Ford and Senate Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield pledged 
cooperation Wednesday despite a 
general expectation of conflict over 
economic programs. 
D em ocratic leaders, meanwhile, 
gave every indication they will set 
their own agenda, headed by national 
health insurance, tax reform and an 
expanded public service jobs program, 
when the 94th Congress meets in 
January. 
“There is an inherent weakness in 
the entire structure of the Republican 
party,” Weicker declared. “They are 
not going to win any election until they 
broaden the base of their party. 
Percy, sounding a bit like the 
presidential contender he hoped to be 
before Ford succeeded Richard M. 
Nixon, said, “The Republican party 
can rebound, but only by developing a 
distinct set of programs that rea­ 
listically 
attack 
the 
problems, 
especially the crunching economic 


problems, that confront us all.” 
Mathias, saying that he had received 
support from blacks, labor and ethnic 
groups in his re-election, said he in­ 
tends to see that the national COP 
“does reach out” to such groups. 
Turnout for this election was the 
lightest for any year since at least 1946, 
with an unofficial count showing 38 per 
cent of the voting age population cast 
ballots. 
Nearly complete election returns 
showed Democrats fell short of their 
predicted preelection gains by the 
narrowest of margins, especially in the 
Senate, where Republicans led three

GOP victories in all three — North

— would keep the net Democratic 
Senate gain to three, from 58 to 61.

Unofficial totals showed Glenn with 
1,902,856 to 915,516 for Perk. 
Glenn voiced regret at Gov. John J. 
Gilligan’s apparent loss to former Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes, saying he “ might 
have done some things differently” 
had he known his margin would be so 
sizeable and Gilligan’s so small. 
“ We ran as hard as we could, we 
made the best judgments we could 
about the situation at the time,” Glenn 
said. 
Animosity between his campaign 
and Gilligan and other state party 
officials was not a factor in the loss to 
Rhodes, Glenn added. 
In fact, Glenn said, his 
large 
Republican and independent vote 
helped 
other

Democratic state ticket. 
Glenn overrode Gilligan’s wish that 
he run for lieutenant governor and 
went on to win the May primary 
again st U.S. Sen. Howard Met- 
zenbaum.

Glenn says he expects to nave a say 
in party affairs, but is unsure how 
much.

President Spiro Agnew’s letter of 
resignation, addressed to Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger, has been stolen 
from the National Archives. Nary a 
trace of it. No fingerprints. No mid­ 
night phone tips. Nothing has turned 
up in collectors’ galleries. Nothing in 
the hockshops. 
lf Agnew now gets himself a good 
lawyer, what trouble might result'? A 
reincarnated Clarence Barrow might 
well be able to make the legal point 
that since no such letter of resignation 
exists in its original form, and carbons 
of it can be dismissed as bogus (along 
with the biased reports in the media 
that he resigned — a lie dictated by the 
Eastern Establishment), Agnew is the 
President of the United States. 
Therefore, Jerry Ford would be 
indicted as an imposter who ascended 
to the throne unconstitutionally when 
the man Agnew served as Vice 
President abdicated. As for Nelson 
Rockefeller, the Vice President- 
designate who has set a new Olympic 
record for making money unpopular, 
would be asked to leave quietly, 
preferably through the rear door. 


lf, by chance, Darrow loses the case 
and President Ford remains as 
President, the President’s trip to 
Japan should be one of the most in­ 
teresting and perhaps even con­ 
structive voyages of his public life.

Eisenhower’s trip was canceled. 
During his stay in Tokyo, Osaka and 
other places later this month, 
President Ford will be more heavily 
guarded than at any other time in his 
life. There will be enormous security 
involved, also, when he makes his 
overnight stay in Seoul. Ike’s life was 
feared for in Japan in 1960 because 
there was a rebellion of Japanese 
students against the renewal of the 
U.S. pledge to protect their country. 
Ford will be in danger in Korea 
because its young people despise their 
dictatorial and repressive President 
Park, and Ford (carrying out our 
policy) supports him.

In one of your columns you once 
warned housewives of the dangers of 
stapled food packages. Has anything 
been done about this? My daughter 
started to swallow a staple and by 
sheer luck was able to spit it up. 
Mrs. J. E., Fla. 
Dear Mrs. E.: 
I don’t know why so many food 
stores insist on stapling bags of food. 
Some may claim that this is the only- 
way to prevent pilfering. Yet it seems 
that other methods might be used. 
When the bag is taken home, the staple 
can pop off and become embedded in 
bread, vegetables or other uncovered 
food items. 
The danger (rf swallowing a metal 
staple 
is one 
that cannot 
be 
overlooked. Many cases of injury have 
been reported in children and adults. 
This preventable health hazard 
should be legally stopped. Until 
legislation makes it mandatory not to 
staple food packages, housewives 
must be the main force in demanding 
that such stapling be eliminated.

Fertilizer Talk 
Rapped By Official 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The head of 
a fertilizer trade association says it is 
"cruel and misleading” to suggest 
significant amounts of chemicals could 
be made available for food production 
if Americans would desist from 
feeding their lawns and golf courses. 
Edwin M. Wheeler, president of The 
Fertilizer Institute, said only 3.5 per 
cent of all U.S. fertilizer is used for 
non-farm purposes. 
"The amount of non-farm fertilizer 
used in the United States is very small 
compared to the amounts produced or 
used on farms in this country or, for 
that matter, needed by the developing 
nations,” Wheeler said in a statement. 
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Dear Editor: 
The true story can be told now — 
The Watergate Department exposed 
openly the sinister motives of a con­ 
spiracy, the political and con­ 
stitutional crisis by the Watergate 
investigation. 
There was a continuing attempt to 
cover up the specific criminal acts of

in

Under such a self-proclaimed state 
of emergency the President has 500 
laws that give him dictatorial powers 
over almost all matters. Under such 
authority he has the power to seize 
property, make all the constitutional 
rights of the people null and void. 
The Executive Branch has been 
usurping political power through the 
Presidency since Roosevelt. Each new 
crisis gave the President new powers, 
as is the case with the energy crisis 
today. This process has continued 
because monopoly capitalistics want a 
state structure they can directly 
control without the interference of the 
public. 
Because their policies are illegal and 
a n t i - d e m o c r a t i c , monop ol y 
capitalistics wants a reliable in­ 
strument. They want a structure that 
is isolated and insulated by the self- 
proclaimed executive privileges. 
Nixon took the structure and gave it a 
new quality. He staffed it with 
"gestapo-minded,” ultra-right per­ 
sonnel. 
Immediately 
after 
his 
inauguration, he ordered the drawing 
up of plans for a dictatorial takeover, 
including the possible cancellation of 
Presidential elections. Later, he began 
to implement the plans. What has been 
exposed at Watergate are the spinoffs 
of the real conspiracy, including the 
attempts to destroy even the two-party 
electoral system. 
The danger is more serious. This 
conspiracy to destroy our con­ 
stitutional government had at its 
disposal an unlimited fund involving 
hundreds of millions of dollars, 


provided by most of the big cor­ 
porations across the board. Nixon, 
Agnew, Haldeman, Ehrlichman and 
Mitchell are all crooks, but they are 
also 
loyal 
sons 
of 
monopoly 
capitalistics. These developments 
must be seen in the context of the 
danger of a Hitler type of Fascism. 
It would be an error to conclude that 
Fascism is here. But it would also be 
an error not to see the new fascist 
dangers, inherent in this situation. The 
destruction, the undermining of a 
constitutional government are steps to 
Fascism. 
The conspiracy is not over. The 
Presidency still has the 500 emergency 
powers. Monopoly corporations and 
the Pentagon still staff the Executive 
Branch. Alexander Haig, an Army 
General; Fred Burghardt, the West 
Point Pentagon Counsel; John Ben­ 
nett, a retired General — this was the 
new crew that ran the Presidency. The 
names change but not the nature of the 
inner junta. Monopoly capitalistics 
continue to give their blessings to what 
thev call a strong Presidency, which is 
nothing more than a sugarcoated 
term for dictatorship of the Executive 
Branch. Nixon has lost the support of 
the people but he arrogantly hangs on 
because he has not lost the support of 
large 
sections 
of 
monopoly 
capitalistics. 
It is true that some circles of 
monopoly capitalistics are beginning 
to question Nixon’s usefulness because 
of the deep credibility gap. There are 
also other signs that some in big 
business are having second thoughts 
about the advisability, and even the 
feasibility, of Nixon’s usefulness. The 
last to drop Nixon was the leadership 
of the Republican Party. As of the 
overall direction of this conspiracy, 
some have been shaken up by the 
widespread corruption and deceit. 
These sections are as yet small but 
significant fissures in the ranks of 
monopoly capitalistics. We must not 
forget; we must be fully awake to 
watch over our U.S. Constitution and a 
strong democratic form of govern­ 
ment.

Determined 
By State 


Berger Hospital will be required by 
the State Department of Health to 
provide free care equivalent to $10,985 
this year to persons unable to pay for 
services rendered. As a recipient of 
Hill-Burton funds, the local hospital 
was required to select a way in which 
to provide some type of service to the 
needy persons of the community. 


Any hospital or medical facility 
which has received federal funds 
through the Hill-Burton construction 
assistance program is obligated to 
provide a reasonable amount of free 
care. 


In 1964, Berger was a recipient of the 
funding program to build the mater­ 
nity wing and will continue to offer the 
free care in the determined amount for 
the next ten years. The amount to be 
provided by Berger Hospital is 
equivalent to ten per cent of the 
amount of federal assistance received. 
Several selections are offered to the 
facilities and each hospital selects the 
one best suited to the community it 
serves. John Reid, administrator at 
Berger, said it had been determined 
best for this community to help the 
truly indigent person by giving charity 
care in that amount. 
Standards have been set to establish 
recipients of the care and Reid said the 
hospital strived to help the truly needy.

Energy Eyed In Building Code 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The State 
Board of Building Standards, im­ 
pressed by the energy savings made 
possible by special planning, may 
write a conservation chapter into the 
Ohio Building Code. 
Such a chapter may be the first of its 
kind in the nation, said Hershel D. 
Davidson, executive secretary of the 
11-member agency. 
The proposed energy conservation 
code would try to force designers 
throughout the state to make the most 
efficient use of energy—something 
that could have been done years ago 
had the motivation existed as it now 
does. 
Davidson said the proposal fits in 
with the state’s plans to set mandatory 
allocations of fuel and other types of 
energy for all new buildings the state 
erects. 
The board now is at work on 
revisions in the building code which 
sets statewide minimum standards for 
all buildings except conventionally 
built one, two and three-family 
dwellings and agricultural structures. 
One, two and three-family dwellings 
are covered by local ordinances. No 
building standards cover agricultural 
buildings except those used for retail 
sales, Davidson said. 
Ohio’s building code hasn’t been 
substantially changed in a half century 
and Davidson said hearings recently 
begun “will help give it a new format.” 
The hearings and drafting the new 
code may take about a year, he said. 
Davidson said the board is seeking 
testimony from the general public, 
building code enforcement officials 
and the construction industry along 


with the technical community. 
There will be one final public 
hearing before the revamped code is 
filed with the secretary of state. The 
law requires it, Davidson said. 
In the energy conservation section of 
the code, Davidson envisions Ohio 
coming up with “a national model... 
under which builders’ plans would 
have to show energy usage in con­ 
formity with the code before a building 
permit could be issued.” 
“We’re doing this because there is a 
real energy crisis,” said Davidson. 


“We’re not talking about gasoline 
shortages now. We’re talking about the 
energy that can be derived from our 
environment and how to use it wisely, 
conservatively.” 
Davidson said the conservation 
proposal was an outgrowth of the Ohio 
Energy Coordinating Council named 
by Gov. John J. Gilligan in 1973. 
The proposed conservation section, 
Davidson said, has the blessing of the 
American Society of Heating, Refrig­ 
erating 
and 
Air 
Conditioning 
Engineers.

Want Hikes 


HOVELAND, Ohio (A P )- The 
Cleveland Electric Illuminating Co. 
has asked for a 26 per cent rate in­ 
crease, and the Ohio Bell Telephone 
Co. is expected to ask for an even big­ 
ger hike. 
An Ohio Bell official disclosed last 
month that the telephone company 
would ask for a 33 per cent boost in 
rates, and that announcement is ex­ 
pected soon. 
In making its increase request, the 
Illuminating Co. told the Public 
Utilities Commission of Ohio Wed­ 
nesday if it could get “prompt rate 
relief” to the tune of ll per cent it 
might not need the full 26 per cent by 
1976. 
A CEI spokesman said the company 
needs $120 million for construction 
early next year but that “substantial 
interest charges” could be saved with 
a quick ll per cent increase. 
That would raise about $51 million in 
additional capital, the spokesman 
said.

“Women have the aptitude and 
proven ability to be nurses, but are 
denied the opportunity to take the next 
step and become doctors,” she said in 
a recent speech. 
Women comprise 88 per cent of all 
bank tellers, but only 19 per cent of 
bank financial officers. 
They comprise 70 per cent of 
teachers, but only 28 per cent of the 
college level teaching force. 
There are 5.03 million women 
secretaries, receptionists, typists, 
office machine operators and file 
clerks, but only 132,000 women are 
officer managers. 
“Even in the work categories in 
which women dominate, they are not 
in positions of authority,” Mrs. 
Sweeney said. “These differences can 
not have occurred by chance.” 
Yet women are not casual workers, 
she said. Almost one million Ohio 
families rely on a woman’s income to 
stay above the poverty level. 
“The majority of women in the work 
force today are not there biding their 
time either awaiting death or 
marriage,” she said. “They are there 
out of necessity. And for this reason, 
industry must reevaluate its policies 
toward women.” 
She said some employers mistakenly 
believe they don’t have to worry about 
sex discrimination because the Equal 
Rights Amendment has not been 
ratified. 
But, the federal Civil Rights Act of 
1964, which applies to many em­ 
ployers, includes sections on sex 
discrimination, she said. And an Ohio 
law effective last Dec. 19 specifically 
forbids sex discrimination. 
Of 3,866 complaints of bias filed with 
the commission during the last year, 
about 30 per cent charged sex dis­ 
crimination, she said. There were 187 
sex bias complaints in June alone. 
And the commission is doing more 
than investigating complaints, she 
said. Investigatory teams are now 
looking at employers with a low 
proportion of women in management 
to see if ifs just accidental, and 
they’re not waiting for complaints.

Common Pleas 
Court Report 
Released 


William Ammer, judge of the 
Pickaway County Common Pleas 
Court, released the monthly report 
today on the court’s activities for the 
month of October. During the month, 
the court filed a total of 96 new cases 
and terminated 106 cases. 


At the beginning of October, there 
were 293 cases pending and 283 left 
pending at the end of the month. 


Of those cases filed during the 
recording period, eight were personal 
injuries; 53 were criminal cases which 
were brought before the court by 
Richard Gerhardt, prosecuting at­ 
torney; 24 were deomestic relations; 
ll fell into the “others” category. 


Cases were terminated as follows; 
seven by court trial; nine by pre-trial; 
48 by dismissal; 27 by default and two 
by transfer to another court or judge. 
There were no jury trials during the 
month and the majority of the finished 
cases were domestic relation actions 
which includes divorces. A total of 33 
criminal cases and 12 personal injury 
cases were terminated.

Milk Production 
Continues To Drop

WASHINGTON (AP) - The nation’s 
milk production, the lowest this year 
since 1948, probably will continue to 
drop well into 1975 because of soaring 
feed costs facing hardpressed dairy 
farm ers, 
says 
the 
Agriculture 
Department. 
Officials said 1974 milk output is 
forecast at 114.5 billion pounds, down 
about I per cent from last year. 
Earlier, USDA predicted a decline of 
about 1.5 per cent. 
The slight improvement was due 
primarily to a slowdown in cow herd 
culling, an increased availability of 
com silage and generally favorable 
pasture conditions this fall, the depart­ 
ment's Outlook and Situation Board 
said Wednesday. 
“However, this kind of gain seems 
temporary," the report said. “High 
feed costs in coming months will likely 
cause dairy farmers to cut back on 
grain and concentrates feeding, thus 
limiting output per cow during the 
current bam-feeding season.”

Ixiwer prices for slaughter cows 
have caused the reduced herd culling, 
officials said.

“Al­ 
though milk production could be in­ 
creasing in the second half of next 
year, total 1975 output may slightly 
trail this year’s level.” 
Officials said the farm price of milk 
is rising seasonally now, with an 
average of $8.21 per IOO pounds in 
October, up 64 cents from last July. 
But last month's average was still ll 
cents per IOO pounds below October 
1973.

Immigrant Finds U.S. Not Starving 
Keeping Score 


On The Rainfall 
LO CUST, N .J. 
(A P ) - Sim as 
Kudirka came to the United States 
expecting to find his new country 
wracked by starvation. 


That was what propaganda in the 
Soviet Union told him to expect, the 44- 
year-old Lithuanian seaman who was 
freed from a treason sentence said 
Wednesday, his first full day in the 
United States. 


He said he wanted some firsthand 
information, so he went shopping to 
see if there was a shortage of food and 
to find out whether the quality of food 
in this country was poor. 
“ That certainly is not the case,” said 
Kudirka, whose Soviet prison diet was 
such that his teeth began to rot. 
Soviet propaganda depicts the 
United States as gripped by massive 
unemployment and starvation and its 
workers as under the thumb of factory 
supervisors “ who want to squeeze out 
the last bit of blood from workers for 
their personal gains and who, with 
automation ... want to get rid of work­ 
ers,” Kudirka said. 
He attempted to escape to the United 
States four years ago only to be 
returned to the Soviets by the Coast 
Guard. He was declared a U.S. citizen 


while in a Soviet prison. 
He is tem porarily staying with one of 
the fam ilies who worked for his release 
to the United States. Kudirka, his wife, 
two children and mother arrived 
Tuesday from Moscow. 
Still groping with adjustment, he 
said he has to “ find out what I ’m going 
to do for a job, what my wife is going to 
do for a job, about school for my chil­ 
dren and where we are going to live.” 
Kudirka said in an interview con­ 
ducted through an interpreter that the 
Russians were stopped twice from 
killing him when he attempted to 
escape to the 
United 
States 
by 
boarding a U.S. Coast Guard cutter 
from his Soviet fishing trawler an­ 
chored off the Massachusetts coast 
and asking for asylum. 
When the Russians were permiuea 
by the cutter’s captain to come aboard 
and arrest him, they tried “ to hang me 
with a telephone wire (electric cable) 
and a Coast Guardsman stopped them 
by separating them and trying to get 
them to stop it. 
“ After I was back on the Russian 
ship, they tried to kill me until 
someone screamed that they had to 
stop because I had to be brought 
back,” Kudirka said. 
Celeste Ponders 
Future In Office 


COLUM BUS. Ohio (A P ) - Ohio’s 
lieutenant governor-elect, Democrat 
Richard F . Celeste of Cleveland, 
promises to “ turn the job around” and 
make it into “ an active part of a 
leadership team with the governor.” 
Celeste, 36, defeated five-term in­ 
cumbent GOP L l. Gov. John W. 
Brown. 
I he tall, modish-haired Clevelan­ 
der—an occasional tennis player and 
avid reader of books—said he plans to 
spend “ no more than two terms” in the 
lieutenant governor’s office, if he stays 
there that long. 
He doesn't regard it as a position to 
hold for 16 years—as his Republican 
predecessor did, and will seek to make 
it “ a full-time job.” Celeste w ill get a 
salary of $30,000—up from $17,000 
Brown had been making before a raise 
went into effect. 
The lieutenant governor-elect, for 
the past four years a member of the 
Ohio House, said he has not discussed 
specifics of his anticipated role with 
the governor. He has no immediate 
plans, he said, to expand the staff or 
resources available to the office. 
Celeste said he would be anxious to 
pursue any task assigned him by the 
governor. His only statutory function 
is to act as the presiding officer of the 
Ohio Senate. 
“ I want to reorient the office,” he 
said, “to make it a lot more than that, 
to make into an active part of a 
leadership team with the governor.” 
He said he favors changing the 
constitution to require that the 
governor and lieutenant governor be 
elected as a team, rather than have 
them run separately. He also favors 
enactment of new laws that would spell 
out more duties for the office, he said. 
Celeste’s father was m ayor of 
I .ake wood about the time he went to 


Yale University to study history. He 
later was a Peace Corps staff member 
and aide to the U.S. ambassador to 
India before entering state politics. 
Celeste served as m ajority whip of 
the Ohio House the past two years, 
carrying key legislative proposals of 
the Democratic administration. It was 
Gov. John J. Gilligan who endorsed 
him in a crowd of prim ary election 
candidates, giving him an invaluable 
boost to what could be greater things 
for the youthful Celeste later on.

John J. Gilligan is 
entitled to a free recount, and the 
recount is considered almost a cer­ 
tainty. 
Secretary of State Ted W. Brown 
said the recount may take until 
Christmas and could cost the state as 
much as $200,000. 
Brown said he expects errors in the 
unofficial tallies released early 
Wednesday.Those 
figures 
gave 
Rhodes, a Republican, 1,485,977 votes; 
Gilligan 1,475,799 votes, and Nancy 
Brown I<azar, an independent, 97,502. 
The raw scores in the unofficial 
totals are reported to Brown’s office by 
telephone. 
“ They are seldom the same as the 
written report that follows up,” Brown 
said. “ There are transpositions and 
things like that discovered when the 
written report is prepared.” 
Brown first gets a written report of 
the unofficial vote. Then an official 
canvass begins, lasting two to three 
weeks, he said. 
After that is certified, the recount 


request can be made. 
Brown said past experience has 
shown that major mistakes usually are 
caught during the written unofficial 
tabulation, which is started after 
election personnel get a day’s rest 
from their all-night stint. 
Under state law, candidates are 
entitled to a recount at state expense if 
the margin is less than one-half of one 
per cent. That would include the 
Gilligan-Rhodes contest. 


When a candidate has to pay tor a 
recount himself, the price is $10 per 
polling place, and Brown says that 
doesn’t cover expenses. The state has 
13,013 polling places. 
Since the state will be paying for the 
recount, Brown is expected to ask the 
Democratic-controlled state Con­ 
trolling Board to reimburse his actual 
cost. 


The Democrats, who have more to 
gain than they do to lose, are expected 
to comply. 
“ Everybody will want to be assured 
of the actual vote,” Brown said. “ If I 
was Gov. Gilligan, I would.” 
Rhodes said it will not bother him to 
wait until Christmas for the final word. 
“ I will go on as I have before,” he 
said. “ We will leave that up to Ted 
Brown.

The statements by James E. Pierce,

Amelia Island, Fla., 
and 
Lawrence A. Shafer, 28, of Ravenna, 
Ohio, presented by the prosecution 
Wednesday 
said 
both 
believed 
themselves to be in danger and that 
Pierce feared he “ would not get out 
alive.” 
Three of the nine students wounded 
on May 4,1970, during a confrontation 
of Ohio National Guard troops and 
demonstrators were among the day’s 
witnesses. The 13-second burst of 
gunfire also left four students dead. 
Pierce and Shafer gave their 
statements to the F B I three days after 
the shootings, which climaxed four 
days of demonstrations by students 
protesting United States m ilitary in­ 
volvement in Cambodia. 
They are among eight exguardsmen 
indicted last March 29 on charges of 
wilfully assaulting and intimidating 
the shooting victims and others by 
firing in their direction and depriving 
the victims and others of their right of 
freedom against loss of liberty without 
due process of law. 
Pierce’s statement said he “ heard 
students yelling to kill us,” as the 
troops advanced up a hill where the 
shooting occurred and that some of the 
demonstrators “ were within IO feet of 
us” as guardsmen reached the crest of 
the hill. 
He said in the statement that he felt 
then that “ I would not get out alive.” 
“ I saw a man about IO feet away 
with a rock in his hand and fired at him 
and the man fell,” Pierce said in the 
statement. ‘‘As he fell, the man ap­ 
peared to be hit. I saw another man 
with a rock in his hand and shot at him 
but missed.” 
Shafer’s statement said students 
began to surround the guardsmen as 
the troops moved up the hill. 
“ The mood of the mob was hostile 
and I felt I was in danger,” Shafer 
said. “ There was a man advancing 
towards me with his hand upraised in a 
gesture” and his other hand behind 
him. He said he believed the man was 
planning to injure “ someone on the 
hill.” 
“ I fired at the man because I felt I 
was in danger of attack from him,” 
Shafer said in his statement. 
Some of Shafer’s testimony before a 
special state grand jury that was read 
into the trial record said the man fell 
after the shot was fired “ and as he fell 
he grabbed his stomach and rolled 
over.” 
Shafer and Pierce both told of being 
hit by bricks thrown by students, 
Shafer on the left forearm and Pierce 
on one leg, as guardsmen left the 
practice field. Pierce said he was 
knocked down by the impact.

The conversation centered 
around the official vote count, not 
party leadership, I.avelle said. 
When asked about the future of the 
party, l^avelle said Celeste’s election, 
control of both houses of the legislature 
and the holding of three other key state 
offices would provide some base for 
maintaining the momentum started 
under the governor. 
But the chairman expressed some 
concern about refilling party coffers. 
“Through Gov. Gilligan’s strong 
support, we have been able to raise the 
money we needed to raise,” Lavelle 
said. “ Now we’re going to have to 
figure out some way to bring funds into 
the party.”
